Militia to Proceed to Its Training 


Gamps Under Present Or- 


ganization 


Washington, D. C., Aug 16.—The 


complete plan of reorganization ot tho 
American army Is disclosed In gen- 
eral orders made -public today pre- 
scribing the formation of all practical 
units from divisions to armies. The 
composition of each division on the 
European standard is described, and 
provisions are made for organization 
of alt divisional troops of battalions ot 
612 men to be used In any way found 
necessary. 


Designation of divisions by number 


begins with the regular army division 
now In Prance, which has 
already 


been reorganized on the 
basts ot 


19,000 and additional battalions of at- 
tached troops. That is the first divi- 
sion, United States army. Other regu 
lar divisions are numbered up to and 
including the 25th. This means that 
numbers from L to 25 inclusive, have 
been reserved for the regulars. 


National Guard. 


Nat onal guard divisions 
will be 


numbered from the 26th to the 75th 
inclusive. 'National army divisions will 
number from today's order and pro- 
vides tor the organization of W na- 
tional army dtvlsons, designated from 
the 76th to the 91st inclusive, and 
succeeding divisions will be numbered 
in order after them. 


All divisions provided for will be 


Infantry divisions, composed of divi- 
sional headquarters detachments. One 
machine guns .battalion of four com- 
panies; two Infantry brigades, of two 
regiments; and a machine gun battal- 
ion ot three companies each;

Each army corps will consist of an 


army corps headquarters force, and 
three Infantry divisions supplemented 
by necessary attached troops to be 
designated as army corps troops. Each 
army will consist ot an army head- 
quarters, three or more army corps 
and such additional army troops as 
may be advisable. 


The order directs that the national 


guard proceed to Its training camp 
under Its present organization. It will 
be reorganized at the camps, however, 
on the new basis and the excess troops 
formed into training battalions with a 
brigadier general In command ot the 
group ot the training battalions ot 
each camp.

Throughout the day they had been 
bringing up fresh troops with which 
to cany on counter attacks. 


The original German forces, which

battalions oi the Iti.'ith regiment, two 
of the iriith, two of the 136th and one • 
of the ^3.ird regiment 


Herman regiments, consisting of 


throe batlahons each, and after the 
battalions of the three first mentioned 
regiments holding tho trenches had 
been put out of action, the reserve 
battalions were moved up hurriedly. 
At !» ci'iloc'k, while headed for Hill 70 
two of these battalions were caught 
under our artillery lire and dispersed. 


Fourth Guard. 


The enemy leaders next called pn 


the tourth guard division*, which had 
been held for such emergency as that 
which confronted tho defenders 
of 


Lens The guards proceeded towards 
Hois Hugo with tho evident Intention 
of retaking Hill 70. They, loo, were 
caught under our artillery and ma- 
chine gun barrage, and so roughly 
bandied that two attempts had to be 
abandoned 
Hill 70 was. not even se- 


riously menaced during the remain- 
der of Ihe day. 


A short way to tho north, between 


St Laurent and Lens, the enemy re- 
to.ored a portion of the line of re- 
serve trenches, a portion which les- 
sened for a moment the. pressure from 
the norlh 


Artillery and machine gun experts 


have just explained that the enemy's 
position is an Impossible one, and If 
lie cannot drive us off Hill 70 he will 
have to get out of Lens.

NO PEACE NOW. 


Those who are crying for "peace by 


negotiation" would have us believe all 
that is necessary to end the war is 
for representatives of the belligerents 
to gather around a council table. 


Unfortunately for their theory his- 


'tory shows "peac conferences" are 
often the seed plots of new wars 


Probably a majority of the devas- 


tating wars which have racked L.U- 
rope for centuries originated in the 
patched up treaties of peace, in which 
greedy, short sighted kings and diplo- 
mats bartered away the rights of peo- 
ples and parcelled out national terri- 
tory as so much real estate. 


On the other hand, "peace by vie- 


tory" or "unconditional surrender 
usually settles things for good 
We 


have to go no further than our own 
civil war. 


If Lincoln had listened to the cop- 


perheads of his time and made peace, 
this continent would be split in twain 
between two republics armed to the 
teeth and ready to spring at each oth- 
er's throats on the slightest irritation 


But he preferred peace with vic- 


tory, and today the vanquished as well 
as the victors rejoice that the thing 
was settled forever. 


It has not been five years since a 


horrible and bloody war sprang from 
a peacp conference called to make a 
"peace by negotiation." 


The first Balkan war did not go to 


a logical conclusion because of the 
financial exhaustion of the belliger- 
ents, the outbreak of cholera in 
Thrace and the threat of intervention 
by the big powers. 


The diplomats of the warring states 


met in conference at London to patch 
up a "peace by negotiation." It was 
a typical diplomatic gathering. All 
the high grade international crooks, 
hurglars and second story men were 
there—either in the conference or 
lobbying around it 
A peace which 


was a compromise of greedy desires, 
absolutely unrelated to justice, racial 
or national Integrity or the economic 
Interests of the people was patched 
up 
• The ink was hardly dry on the 
treaty of London before a second and 
more deadly war broke out among the 
. former allies. Turkey again butted In 
and Rumania hastened to Jump on 
Bulgaria after she «as down, and loot 
the loser 


Another patched up treaty was then 


negotiated-and although it was more 
conclusive than the first It settleU 
nothing -it was a compromise ot con- 
.flicting a>ance 
Austria was the sin- 


ister fiKure in the background of tlua 
second 'peace by negotiation" and in 
the treaty of Bucharest were sowed 
the seeds which a year later sprouted 
into the war of the world 


Do we want any more "peace by 


negotiation',' to be followed up a few 
months later by a new war—with a 
new lineup of nations'1 


"Peace bv negotiation" is one of the 


favorite phrase;, of the motley ele- 
ments which are trying to paralyze 
the strong right arm of America and 
avert the doom of Prussianism 


If this war is a war of democracy 


against despomm-a final itruggle of 
western liberu agalnit oriental slav- 
ery—the Armageddon of civilization 
against oarbarism—then "peace by 
negotiation" can onlv be compared to 
a trace between Christ and the devil
